Admiral Dickins was born November
2 1844 at Beokmanvllle Dutchoss County
N Y and after an early education at
the public schools entered the Naval
Academy September 31 1S61 After his
graduation In 1364 he served during the
civil war on tho S Colorado

Since the war he served In many Im-

portant capacities which took him to most
of the countries of Europe and during
the Spanish war as assistant chief of
tho Bureau of Navigation he helped plan
many of the successful operations He
carried the news of the blowing up of
the Maine to President McKinley In 1808

Admiral Dickins has been complimented
by Congress many times for meritorious
conduct In action during his long service
on the seas and Congress at one time
passed resolutions to allow him to accept
medals and decorations from foreign
countries King Alfonso of Spain deco
rated him for the courtesies shown by
him to tho Duke of Veragua a guest of
the United States at the Worlds Fair ex-

hibition in Chicago
Served nt Pcnnncoln

During his recent servile In the navy
Admiral Dickins was placed in command
of tho Indiana the Oregon the Brooklyn
and tho Independence He served for a
time as commandant of thA navy yard at
Pcnsacola Fla and from 1SOO to I s3 was
head of department of yards and
d6 ks at the Washington Navy Yard later
commanding the Philadelphia Navy Yard

The year after his promotion to rear ad-

miral in June 19W he commanded the
coast squadron of the north Atlantic fleet
and commanded the fleet which cap
lured Washington In the war maneuvers
in 1905 Ha pulled down his flag from the
battle ship Texas on November 2 18QS at
Charleston Harbor Upon his retirement
he lived In this city at 1334 Nineteenth
street northwest

He is survived by his wife Mrs Edith
Pratt Dickins and two sisters Mrs
Helen Benedict and Mrs James E Walsh
